A raging fire has left one 
Sacramento State student unsure -if 
she can continue college this semes- 
ter. 

Samantha, who wished that her 
last name remained anonymous, 
lost everything in the fire that start- 
ed Saturday night at Bell Oaks 
Apartments on Bell Street. 

She is a senior and psychology 
major with nothing left, but a wood- 
en. jewelry box her grandmother 
gave her. 


“My books and school supplies 
are gone,” said Samantha. 
She doesn’t know how she will 


‘replace anything and now looks to 


her parents for support. 

The fire began at 11:15 pm. 
according to firefighters dispatched 
from Rescue 21. The men said the 
fire took out the entire roof and was 
still smoldering four hours later. 

“Tt’s just another day at work,” 


. said one of the firefighters. 


The firefighters didn’t have to 
rescue anyone from the buildings, 
but faced a lot of clean up. 

Laura Hurst, one of the tenants at 
Bell Oaks, was playing video games 
with her husband when the fire 
ignited. A graduate student at Sac 
State, Hurst lost everything but her 
cat and some wedding pictures. She 
was married last month and now is 
staying with her husband’s parents. 


The fire burned through 10 units 
and took the roof attic completely 
out, said Jim Hartley, assistant chief; 


of Sacramento Metro Fire District.’ 


Five apartments suffered extensive 
damage with preliminary costs esti- 
mated at $1 million and expected to 
rise. 

“Tt took an hour to contain,” said 
a firefighter. 

Red Cross joined 65 firefighters’ 
at the scene. Medication and first} 
aid was given to the victims as they 


sat on the curb across the street and: 


watched. 

One cat is missing while many: 
other people managed to carry their’ 
pets to safety. 

Several tenants are homeless and 
without renters insurance. 

The cause of the fire is under 
investigation.

Students slowly moving 
into one building at a time

Sophomore Robert Wallace spent his sum- 
mer on the beaches of Florida, tanning the day 
away and saving up money for his return back 
to Sacramento State in the fall. 

He relaxed on the plane ride back to 
California, dreaming about the convenience of 
his future residence at Jefferson Commons 
and all the benefits that come along with it. He 
dreamt of the amenities, the short ride to 
school, individual leases, friends and a fully 
furnished place to live. 

Wallace arrived back home in Merced a 
week before the Aug. 21 move-in date. He 
wasted no time and began to prepare for some 
of the best times.of his life. 

His hard work would not pay off after a 
phone call from Jefferson Commons notified 
him that his lease would have to be modified 
to a later move-in date of Sept. 10. 

“They said I was one‘of the lucky ones, 
though,” Wallace said, adding that others 
wouldn’t be able to move in until October. 

He unpacked his belongings and repacked 
only his essentials for living and headed to 
Sacramento to find out which hotel he would 
be staying in. 

Robert’s story is hardly unique. With five 
buildings still unfinished, about 100 residents 
of Jefferson Commons are stuck in area 
hotels. Located close to Sacramento State at 
6740 4th St., residents of the apartment com- 
plex are mostly Sac State students. 

When Wallace arrived at Jefferson 
Commons, he was given a $300 credit off rent 
and was no longer obligated to pay August’s 
rent. Stacey Lecocke, the regional property 
manager of Jefferson Commons’ parent com-

Student dies in boating 
accident on area lake

Brian Matthew Nolan, a 21- 
year-old communications major, 
died in a boating accident while on 
a weekend church trip Saturday, at 
Black Butte Lake when he slipped 
and hit the boat’s propeller said Sgt. 


’ Ed Anderson spokesperson for the 


Glenn County Sheriff’s 
Department. His father, Steven 
Nolan, was driving the boat with 
five young passengers and was in 
the process of changing riders on a 


tube when the accident occurred, 
“They were idling in gear, letting 
out rope when Brian either got 
caught on the rope and was knocked 
over the back or slipped over the 
back of the boat due to the seats 
being wet as he possibly was putting 
up a swim ladder,” Anderson said. 
Anderson said the major injuries 
to Nolan’s head and chest caused his 
death, Emergency personnel from 
the Glenn and Tehama County’s 
Sheriff’s Department arrived at the 
Buckhorn launch ramp within 16 
minutes and pronounced him dead 


at the scene. 

“If we had a team of surgeons it 
would not have made any differ- 
ence; it was that bad,” Anderson 
said, 

Anderson said it was the first 
boating fatality in the seven years he 
has worked for the Glenn County 
Boating and Waterways Program. 
An incident of that nature has not 
occurred in 20 years. 

Shirley Uplinger, vice president 
of student affairs, said she spoke to 
Nolan’s mother early this morning.

University lauded as good neighbor

Despite complaints among 
Sacramento State students regarding 
all the frills the university is lacking,

State in high esteem. 

According to the third Annual 
Survey of Public Opinion and Life 
in the Sacramento Region, 84 per- 
cent of adults in the Sacramento 
area think the campus offers an ex- 
cellent education, and 90 percent 
say the campus is vital to the re- 
gion’s prosperity. 

~ Each year the survey looks at 
several different issues confronting 
the community, and it also attempts 
to track existing issues. 

Sac State sociology professor 
Amy Liu conducted the survey 
from Feb. 7 to March 2, which ac- 
counted for 1,003 adults ages 18 
and older in the Sacramento, Plac- 
er, El Dorado and Yolo counties. 

Liu included a few questions on 
the survey in regards to Sac State. 

Ultimately, the study helps the 
university to understand its rela- 
tionship and importance to the com- 
munity. 

“We are the Sacramento region’s 
major university and we want in- 
creasingly to be an asset to and play- 
er in regional development,” said 
Joseph Sheley, dean of the college 
of social sciences and interdiscipli- 
nary studies. “To do that, we have 
to connect with the community.” 

In order to accomplish that, 30 


undergraduate students conducted — 


computer-assisted: telephone sur- 
veys as part of a research project 
for Liu’s sociology class. 

.The 2004 study also encom- 
passes many other issues such as 
budget, traffic congestion, health 
care, affordable housing, air pollu- 
tion, growth and economy. 

Some of the findings from the 
survey indicate that democrats are 
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more likely than republicans to 
think the budget deficit is a big 
problem for local governments in 
the region. 

According to the survey, Sac 
State students are divided about 
how affordable their education is. 
Ethnic minorities and those with an 
income of $30,000 and below are 
less likely to think Sac State pro- 
vides affordable education. 

“Socioeconomic status matters, 
as one would expect in an era in 
which funding for universities and 
fees have been hard hit,” Sheley 


said. 

Perceptions of traffic conges- 
tion differ by county, and according 
to the survey, residents of Sacra- 
mento, El Dorado and Placer Coun- 
ties are more likely than residents of 
Yolo County to regard traffic con- 
gestion on major roads as a problem 
area. 

The survey also touched on sub- 
ject matter concerning support for 
the war in Iraq and for President 
George Bush. 

Residents in the Sacramento re- 
gion are just as divided on the war

in Iraq this year as they were last 
year, however, support for Presi- 
dent Bush declined over the course 
of the year. 

Sheley says he intends to keep 
the study going. 

“This is very important for cur- 
rent Sacramento State students,” 
Sheley said. “The results suggest 
that we have a base of support in the 
community during a period in 
which state budgets are fairly diffi- 
cult for students to attend the CSUs. 
We need supportive voices.”

dures are not in the best interest of 
everyone. 

“T feel that as long as our events 
are legit, I don’t feel that we need to 
be burdened with this policy,” Hill 
said. “We already take the precau- 
tions to make sure everything we do 
conforms to all rules and regula- 
tions.” 

President of IFC Brandon Kline 
supports this measure and is using it 
as a precaution for the Greek row 
that he expects to run built in three to 


five years. 

“We're grabbing the bull by the 
horns. We don’t want to repeat any of 
the mistakes that have taken place at 
other schools,” Kline said. “We are 
covering ourselves because people 
are constantly going after whoever 
they can, a lawsuit can really ruin 
someone’s life. It’s an unparalleled 
measure to IFC, and we're trying to 
be proactive.” 

Kline also said that this vote 
tonight will prepare Sacramento State 
for destination 2010. The Greek row 


which is proposed will give all Greeks . 


a chance to reside on a row of hous- 
ing. He says contractors have been 
contacted and different sites have also 
been considered. And with this new 
measure, Kline believes “row par-

ties” can be controlled to protect both 
his and IFC’s accountability. 

The new Greek adviser Heather 
Dunn-Carlton was unable to com- 
ment on the measure since she had re- 
ceived no information about it. 

Many Fraternity members are 
questioning this new form and do not 
believe it will help the Greek commu- 
nity at Sac State. 

“We need to do our homework. 
We are sampling Bucknell Universi- 
ty and using their procedures. Just 
because it works there doesn’t mean 
it will here. We do need enforcements 
but we can’t rush into anything this 
serious,” President of Sigma Phi Ep- 
silon Andrew Singletary said. 

Although the decision tonight is 
directed towards fraternities, some 
sororities do feel like they could be af- 
fected. 

“By regulating parties through 
IFC this will increase the number of 
illegal parties and encourage fraterni- 
ties to rat each other out,” said Kris- 
ten Whisenhunt; executive office of 
Alpha Chi Omega. “This will cause 
the morale to lower and contribute 
to the decline of Greek unity.”

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FOCUS ON HOUSING FOR 2010 


Sacramento State’s staff and 
student housing are both the focus 
of recent news stories. The 
‘University Village,’ staff housing 
proposed by President Alexander 
Gonzales, is a positive step 
towards creating a true destination 
campus environment. His plan to 
use a former California Youth 
Authority facility for staff housing 
makes perfect sense. 

According to a story published 
by the State Hornet, 37 percent of 
Sac State professors would have 
taken advantage of Staff housing 
when they first started at the uni- 
versity. If you are an incoming 
university staffer this is great 
news. Housing in Sacramento is 
becoming less affordable by the 
day and anything that Sac State 
can do to help attract top-rate pro- 
fessors should be applauded. 

That’s the good news. The bad 


news is affordable campus hous- 
ing seems to be a distant dream 
with no resolution on the horizon. 
Sure, housing developments like 
Jefferson Commons are a stopgap 
measure that provides allure for 
future students from outside the 
Sacramento area. However, they 
aren’t funded, nor are they sanc- 
tioned by Sac State. 

At the risk of oversimplifying 
the issue, what the university 
needs is a solid plan that offers 
future students a reason to come to 
Sac State. Somewhere in the 
Destination 2010 plan is the 
dream of quadrupling the number 
of students on campus. The hope 
is that this is a sooner than later 
proposition, but the question is 
how? Does the Sac State adminis- 
tration have a concrete plan that 
includes the best possible housing 
options, along with the funding 


needed to make it happen? A 
recent check of rental prices in the 
Sac State neighborhood adds con- 
cem to the affordable housing 
issue. 

Recent news about funding for 
other aspects of Destination 2010 
are cause for concern. The 
Recreation Wellness 
Center, even though it was passed 
with 52.2 percent of the vote, is 
still in search of funding. The fear 
is that student housing will be put 
on the back-burner until that is 
resolved, when in fact both issues, 
or all issues relating to the future 
of the campus should be dealt 
with simultaneously. Our destina- 
tion campus needs these definitive 
plans today and the hope is that 
those answers are here by tomor- 
row.

“When talking with students and 
employees regarding parking, I 
sometimes hear about their difficul- 
ty with finding a parking space on 
campus,” Fox. said.

It’s no secret that since its cre- 
ation, the Children’s Center has 
helped students in need of its servic- 
es. It offers some choice and flexibil- 
ity to parents who are constrained by 
their academic responsibilities. 

Despite its convenience, some 
parents are encountering pitfalls in 
trying to get their little ones admitted 
into the Children’s Center. The com- 


, plexity of the application process 


makes admission more or less reach- 
able to students depending on their 
financial status. 

It’s important to apply at the right 
time, because missing the application 
window may mean that you will 
need to wait an additional six months 
or more as spots at the Children’s 
Center are filled on the “‘first come, 
first served” basis, with priority given 
to students with low income and

The Lopez family said that they 
have been unable to enroll their 
daughter in the program because 
administration at the Children’s 
Center always ends up losing their 


. application. This makes it harder for 


them to freely choose their classes at 
hours that suit their own schedule. 
One of them stays at home to take 
care of the child, while the other one 
goes to school. 

When facing this type of issue, 
Teri Mahan, the director of the 
Children’s Center, advises the best 
option for parents in this specific case 
is to contact her. 

The California State Department 
of Education grants assistance to eli- 
gible parents who are trying to enroll 


‘their children in the Children’s 


Center. These subsidies are a great 
opportunity for parents who other- 
wise would not be able to pursue 


higher education. 


At the same: time, the financial 
assistance is a factor that slows 
admission, causing problems for 
ineligible students. 

“As part of the contract with the 
state, priority is given to families on 
subsidy assistance,” Mahan said. 

As aresult of this policy, applying 
on the regular waiting list takes con- 
siderably longer compared to apply- 
ing with subsidy. The Children’s 
Center has an estimated 130 families 
on the normal waiting list and 64 
applying with subsidies per semester. 

Being on subsidy is certainly an 
advantage for parents in need, but it

does not guarantee one’s spot. A 
child’s admission is also based upon 
the family grossincome. , 

At the facility, the number of 
availabilities per semester varies in 
accordance with the openings, as pri- 
ority admission is given to returning 
families first. Also, opting for 
evening care is a plus, as the demand 
is lower at that time. 

“I only waited a semester to get 
my son in here, evening spots are 
easier to get,” said Suzy Demay, a 
graduate student. 

Last year, the Children’s Center 
offered positions to. every student on 
the waiting list. Many of these stu- 
dents appreciate the low cost of the 
program. 

“It’s so much cheaper than other 
centers,” said Tertia Wansiru, a kine- 
siology major. 

Other students value the conven- 
ience of the program.

Last year it was Oregon State 
led by its running back Stephen 
Jackson, now of the St. Louis 
Rams.

Jackson went for 129 yards 
rushing and two touchdowns in 
last year’s 40-7 loss for the Hor- 
nets.

Playing at Mackay Stadium

Nevada came hungry in its 
home opener. The Wolf Pack 
took a bite out of Sac State, beat- 
ing the Hornets up and down 
the field all afternoon. 

Arguably the biggest factor 
contributing to the Wolf Pack’s 
first win of the season was the 
line of scrimmage. Nevada took 
over, producing 313 total rush- 
ing yards and 286 total passing 
yards. This led to Nevada taking 
over time of possession, 36:22, 
and control of the game. 

It wasn’t only on the offen- 
sive side of the ball that the Wolf 
Pack dominated, their defense 
also outclassed the Hornets. 

Quarterback Ryan Leading- 
ham was only able to amass 78 
yards passing and running back 
Tyronne Gross ran for only 42 





nets were destroyed 59-7, giving 
them eight straight losses dat- 
ing back to last season. Sac State 
lost 40-7 to Oregon State in Cor- 
vallis, Ore., last year and 42-12 
at Texas-El Paso to open 2002. 

Nevada bounced back from 
a 38-21 loss at Louisiana Tech 
five days ago with Saturday’s 
win. The Wolf Pack controlled 
the ball for over two-thirds of 
the game, amassing 598 yards of 
offense compared to only 177 
yards for the Hornets.

“This reminds me of some 
of the days when I was coaching 
here as the offensive coordina- 
tor,” said Mooshagian, who held 
that role in Reno during the 1996 
season. “We had some days like 
this where we put up some big 
numbers.”

Sac State as it took the opening 
kickoff and had its most effi- 
cient drive of the game. The 
Hornets moyed the ball 42 yards 
in eight plays, including three 
receptions by senior wide re- 
ceiver Fred Amey for 38 total 
yards, but the drive ended on a 
missed 47-yard field goal at- 
tempt by freshman kicker Juan 
Gamboa. 

Nevada would match the 
Hornets’ first drive by march- 
ing down the field only to have 
it end with a missed field goal. 
On third down and goal from 
the Hornets’ three-yard line, 
Matt Logue and Ramon Payne 
combined for a sack that set the 
Wolf Pack back nine yards and 
resulted in the missed kick.

Loss pays off 


' Sometimes it pays to lose. 
The Homets have started 0-1 each of the last 
three seasons and that’s exactly how they 
mapped it out. 
The 59-7 loss to the University of Reno 
was nothing new in a recent trend of blowouts 
at the hands of bigger programs to start the 


-season. The Hornets lost to Oregon State last 


season 40-7 and dropped their 2003 opener to 
UTEP, 42-12. 

But there is plenty of wisdom behind the 
trend of “body bag” games despite their in- 
auspicious results. 

The Reno opener paid Sacramento State 
football $125,000 — enough to pay head coach 
Steve Mooshagian’s entire yearly salary. They 
earned $150,000 playing OSU last season and 
will earn $175,000 in the 2005 opener against 
Cal. Sac State will receive another big payoff 
in 2006 when they’ll likely face San Diego 
St. 

Big schools pay for smaller schools to come 
play cupcake because they need these games 
and the total cost to them is just a sliver in 
their total program budget compared to the 
huge boost it gives a smaller program such as 
Sac State. ; 

The basketball program follows this prac- 
tice as well; last season they scheduled Stanford 
for their first game and this year they will trav- 
el to play the University of Michigan in game 
one. 

Not all programs need the boost in their 
budget, and are frée from scheduling any au- 
tomatic losses. Big Sky rivals Montana and 
Montana State don’t schedule money loses. 
Fresno State and San Diego State, even with all 
of their programs’ success, still schedule rough 
road games as program fundraisers. 

“That’s just the state of the CSU system 
now,” Mooshagian said. “Some teams have 
one, some have two. Cal State Fullerton was 
playing three or four ‘body bag’ games.” 

Both athletic director Terry Wanless and 
Mooshagian admitted money was the primary 
reason these games are played, but both also 
spoke on many other positives these types of 
games can bring. 

It helps in recruiting players ah want to 
play in a big spotlight and see where they 
measure up against the best. It does the same 
for fans, who become more excited at the sight 
of a big name on the schedule and also want to 
compare their team to the rest of the nation. 

Most importantly though, it readies the 
team for playing out the rest of a schedule that | - 
suddenly looks filled with cupcakes compared 
to the powerhouse. 

When the Hornets play a top-tier team, the 
whole level of playing is brought to a different 
height — one which most Hornet players are un- 
accustomed to having played — where game 
speed is faster and cpponents are bigger and 
stronger. 

Just ask Jermaine O’Neal after he made 
the move from the bench in Portland to an all- 
star center in the East — things just seem a lot 
easier after playing the toughest competition. 
Last year, after falling hard to OSU, they came 
back to beat St. Mary’s 69-19 at home. This 
year, they hope to do the same at home against 
Southern Utah on Saturday. 

Maybe in a few years we’ ll be paying them 
to play sacrificial lamb at Hornet Field.

status. 

“They are no professional contracts,” 
Linenberger said. “Players were not paid, 
just expenses were paid.” 

Of the five players who did participate 
with the Knights this summer, Nelle was the 
most impressive. 

After being one of the leading scorers on 
the Hornets squad last season, Nelle took 
top scoring honors with the Knights, as 
well. So far this season, he’s picked up right 
where he left off last season, leading the 
Hornets with two goals in four games, in- 
cluding the game-tying goal versus St.

Hornets play host to 
Southern Utah in year’s 
first home game

Sacramento State football will 
be shooting for its seventh straight 
home opening win on Saturday as 
it takes on Southern Utah at 7:05 
p.m. at Hornet Stadium. 

The Hornets will be looking to 
bounce back from their 59-7 loss in 
their opener at Division I-A Neva- 
da. The last time the Hornets lost a 
home opener was the 1997 Cause- 
way Classic, a 36-28 triple over- 
time loss to UC Davis. Sac State 
has defeated both St. Mary’s and 
Cal Poly three times each in the 
last six home openers. 

Saturday’s game will be the first 
between the Hornets and the Thun- 
derbirds since 1995. Sac State and 
Southern Utah played 10 consecu- 
tive seasons between 1986 and 
1995 with each team winning five 
games. 

The Hornets opened the 2003 
home season with a convincing win 
over St. Mary’s, 69-19.

‘ning back Tyronne Gross led the

Gross’ status for Saturday’s, 


game is probable despite not re- 
turning for the second half of the 
Nevada game because of a minor 
injury to his hamstring. Gross fin- 
ished with 46 yards on 10 carries 
against the Wolf Pack. 

Gross was one of three starters 
who left last week’s game with an 
injury. Sophomore starting middle 
linebacker Tyson Butler left the 
game in the first quarter and did 
not return as did starting senior de- 
fensive end Traison Lewis, who left 
the game in the fourth quarter and 
also-did not return. 

The Hornets entered last week

Student experiences splendor of Sri Lanka

Bumpety-bump-bump-bump. 
The white van proceeded along the 
twisting, jerky streets of Sri Lanka, 
determined to arrive in its spiritual 
capital of Kandy. 

Surviving the British, Dutch and 
Portuguese colonies, Sri Lanka has 
developed into a character of its 
own — contrasting imperial charac- 
teristics with its own tropical beauty, 
exotic wildlife, ancient cities and 
sunny beaches, to form an enchanti- 
ng land. 

We stopped at an elephant 
orphanage in Pinnewala, where the 
baby elephants bathed in a lake 
against the lush, tropical backdrop. 
On the way out, as the van climbed 
up the hill, the temperature dropped 
and the climate changed from a 
clammy heat to a cool spring. 
Renowned for its “Temple of the 
Tooth,’ the home of the sacred tooth 
of the Buddha, Kandy is the spiritu- 
al and cultural sanctuary of Sri 
Lanka. 

Boys and girls were dressed up 
in white uniforms, the girls with 
blue ribbons in their oiled and plait- 
ed hair, all giggling and chattering 
as we zoomed by. Small cottages 
lay asleep amidst the green hills, 
with monkeys running loose 
through the abundant forests. 

We stopped over for a cultural 
dance when we got to Kandy. The 
drums banged loudly while a flurry 
of red, orange and yellow pranced 
about the stage beating drums vigor- 
ously and singing in Sinahalese. It 
was the traditional welcome orches- 
tra of men dressed in bright colored 
sarongs playing traditional instru- 
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Sri Lanka, also known as the land of serendipity, has many attractions to bring visitors, including the 
beautiful beaches along the coastline. ; 


ments called Pancha Thuryas. Next 
stop, Nuwara Eliya. 

Nuwara Eliya, meaning ‘City of 
light,’ is snuggled 1,890 meters high 
within the tea-plantations and as we 
made our way into the town, I 
watched in amazement at the never- 


ending bounty of fertile tea-hills - 


being hand-picked by women in 
dazzling yellow and red, with bam- 
boo baskets hanging from their 
shoulders. 

The van climbed higher and 
higher and, as the air chilled, it 
began to rain. Mists shrouded the 
dense jungles of palm trees and tea 
plantations and we could barely see 
the white teeth upon the dark-brown 
skin of little flower boys selling 
crimson poppies and orchids beside 
the street of a hill far from any habi- 
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Elephants are a common sight when visiting Sri Lanka 


tation. I wondered how they do it. 
Rainbow umbrellas fanned out 
under the rain and school children 
huddled under, chattering and 
laughing. 

We finally arrived in Nuwara 
Eliya, which resembles an old 
Victorian town from the colonial 
times; sloping green-tiled roofs, 
horses, an old brick post-office, a 
country-house style “Hill Club”, 
and a 19th century golf course, even 
our hotel had an imperial elegance 
of its own. A horse racecourse lay 
outside my bedroom window, and I 
could see two horses galloping in 
the cool, morning air. 

The next day we began the long 
descent downhill, to make our way 
to the west coastline. 

Slowly the fragrance of 
tealeaves gives way to the sunny, 
warm air of the beaches further 
down. It takes five hours in car from 
Nuwara Eliya to the beach resort of 
Bentota, including a stop for lunch. 

The hotel had a brilliant relaxing 
aura. Little coves housed two rooms 
each that opened out to the pool, 
beyond which was the beach. The 
beach is fringed with palm trees and 
a boat lies overturned in the sand. 
The sea wasn’t so blue because it 
was the month of July — the mon- 
soon period, but there was a huge 
park for relaxation and the air was 
invigorating. 

On the edge of my seat, I 
breathed a sigh of relief when the 
driver of the tuk tuk I hired, a popu- 
lar, door-less, three-wheeled vehicle

In the past decade, audiences - 


have witnessed the emergence and 
success of a myriad of music styles. 

Grunge peaked in the mid 
1990’s with Nirvana’s popularity, 
followed by the teen pop explosion 
led by the Spice Girls, Cristina 
Aguilera, Britney Spears, and 
N’synce in the late 90’s and early 
2000’s. Leaders of the music world 
have always come from many ends 
of the music spectrum—that is, 
until recently. : 

Anyone listening to the radio or 
watching the videos played by 
MTV over the past couple of 
months, can surely notice a trend in 
the music industry; the skyrocketing 
success of hip hop. 

Hip-hop and rhythm-and-blues 
(R&B) have become increasingly 
popular and well-received, taking 
over all media outlets almost 
overnight. Be it radio, record stores, 
or award ceremonies; the hip-hop 
world has captivated audiences and 
critics, declaring itself the most pop- 
ular musical style of the times. 

Any viewer of the highly popu- 
lar and most talked about music 
award show, the MTV Video Music 
Awards, would easily notice that 
many of the award winners came 
from the same musical background. 

“Yeah” has perhaps been the 
most recognizable and most played 
single of the year and Usher took 
home two trophies, or ‘moon men,’ 
at this year’s VMA’s. Not only were 
Outkast and Jay-Z tied for most 
nominations for an artist, they also 
tied for most awards-won by an 


_ artist, with four apiece. Other hip- 


hop winners included Beyonce for 
“Naughty Girl,” and Black Eyed 
Peas for “Hey Mama.” R&B croon- 
er Alicia Keys also took home a 
moon-man. 

With that, 13 out of 20 award 
winners were from the hip-hop and 
R&B world, taking into account 
that artists from this genre cannot 
possibly win categories like Best 


Pop and Best Rock. Hip-hop 
appears to have completely domi- 
nated the VMA's. 

, Like most college students who 
enjoy going dancing, Senior Erica 
Alvarez’s music of choice to get 
down to is hip-hop. 

“T usually. won’t even go to a 
club that doesn’t play hip hop,” 
Alvarez said. “The music has the 
best beats, and it’s easy to groove 
to.” 

Another aspect of the music 
industry that hip-hop has taken over 
is the Billboard charts, which basi- 
cally dictate what’s popular in 
music. 

This week’s top ten singles in 
the country are pretty much identi- 
cal to what they have been since the 
beginning of the summer; over half 
of the songs are hip-hop tracks. 
Leading off with ‘the new hit 
“Goodies” by Ciara, the top ten 
includes hits by the Terror Squad, 
Nelly, Juvenile and Lil’ Flip. Eight 
out of ten are hip-hop and R&B 
songs. 

The top ten albums on Billboard 
pretty much mirror the singles chart. 
Usher has the biggest hip-hop 
album of the year, selling more than 
5 million copies and staying in the 
top ten for months. Alongside him 
are new debuts from R. Kelly and 
the return of Mase. Hip hop artists 
claim five of the top ten spots. 

“Hip hop is definitely hot,” 
music industry major Sharon Wang 
from the University of Southern 
California said. “The next big thing 
is hip hop fused with jazz, it’s going 
to be huge.” 

Young, alternative rock is on its 
way out. With hip-hop dominating 
everything music, it. seems as 
though there’s no room for other 
styles. Teen pop may always have 
its market, but it’s not going to see 
the huge popularity it did a few 
years ago. As long as the country 
keeps on Ifstening, requesting, and 
buying the music, hip-hop is likely 
to dominate for a long period of 
time.

Professor Doug Rice, winner of 
California State University of 
Sacramento’s 2003-2004 
President’s Award for Research and 
Creative Activity helps to expand 
the minds of readers and CSUS stu- 
dents alike with his published 
works, 

Rice says his inspiration comes 
from others. He makes ideas his 
own, and is a master at the art of cre- 
ating by using old standards and 
new writings to supplement his fer- 
tile imagination. He says he enjoys 
the work of Faulkner, songs by Patti 
Smith and Bruce Springsteen, pho- 
tography and philosophy, and 
somehow he manages to utilize 
them all. 

“Skin Prayer: Fragments of 
Abject Memory,” Rice’s 2002 
novel, was partially inspired by Patti 
Smith’s song “Because the Night.” 

‘Memory’ was part of the acci- 
dental transition into piracy. Rice 
explains that as a Catholic he had to 
memorize everything and things 
from memory began to leak into his

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Review: Zocalo impresses with dining experience

Most diners would never realize that 
Sacramento’s newest. Mexican 
restaurant, Zocalo, is housed in an 
old auto showroom. 

The large space gives the restau- 
rant a very open atmosphere and the 
first thing customers see upon enter- 
ing Zocalo is the extensive bar 
across the rear of the restaurant. The 
environment, with the dizzyingly 
large art on the walls and even larg- 
er windows, is simply striking. 
While oversized paintings dominate 
the few windowless walls, there are 
also authentic Mexican statues. A 
stone basin with delicate floating 
candles dominates the center of 
Zocalo and lends an elegant, earthy 
flavor to the interior. 
Emesto Jimenez, who also owns 
Ernesto’s Mexican Food, opened 
Zocalo with the goal ‘of offering 
something unique to the patrons in 


Sacramento—upscale, | authentic 
Mexican food, reasonably-priced, in 
a stylish, yet homelike setting. 
Jimenez surpassed his goal. 
A first course of queso fundido can 
consist of either shrimp or skirt 
steak sautéed with onions and 
buried in queso menonita, all baked 
casserole-style and served with mini 
corn tortillas ($6-$7). This dish will 
definitely be a favorite for the 
cheese lover. 

The entrees, or platillos, range 
from grilled chicken to an interest- 
ing Mexican version of potpie; they 
even offer vegetarian options. 
The mole poblano ($9) includes 
sliced grilled chicken and sweet 
plantains in a carefully crafted mole 
and served with white rice. Another 
option is the arrachera ($13), which 
is fourteen ounces of Harris Ranch 
flank steak served with rajas, cebol- 
lita and pico de gallo. 
The chicken in the mole poblano

Speaking of margaritas, as a 
Mexican restaurant, it is important 
for Zocalo’s to value their quality of 
their drink menu as much as their 
entrees. The Margarita was good, 
albeit a bit salty. It is made with top 
shelf tequila and was thoroughly 
enjoyed by many fellow diners. 


Zoealo’s. signature drink, the 
Zojito is similar to a mojito, but 
made with berries for an added 
twist. The flavorful rendering of the 
popular drink will keep patrons 
coming back to Zocalo every work- 
day after five. As for the Zocalo 
mojito, this isn’t at all recommend- 
ed. It was sickeningly sweet, so 
much so that it made it difficult to 
locate any other flavor or aspects of 
the drink.
